Catholic School Restoration Excites 
the Dran TT u.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March %.—Pre- 
mier Greenway and all his Ministers de- 
fiantly declare that they will resist to the 


bitter end the restoration of Catholic 
schools. 

The excitement is intense. In the church- 
es preachers to-day confined their remarks 
to the impending struggle, Protestant 
preachers urging Protestants to stand firm 
against the remedial order issued by the 
Governor-General of Canada last week, 
and the Catholic clergy appealing to their 
flocks to never give up the fight. 

The Orangemen, of course, are taking a 
hand. Maj. Stewart Mulvey, Grand Mas- 
ter of the Orangemen, said in an inter- 
view: “It cost Canada $8,000,000 to subdue 
the half-breeds on the banks of the Sas- 
katchewan in 188. How many millions will 
it take to make slaves of the people of Man- 
itoba by subjecting them to the Catholic 
hierarchy ?’’

They Taught Nothing Because the Chi- 
nese Oould Not Fight Their Ships.

In regard to e report récently cabled 
from London that the entire British and 
Russian Mediterranean fleets were to be 
ordered to the Pacific, Capt. Mahan said: 

That, I think, is not at all Iikely. Before 
I left some ships of those fleets had been 
ordered to the Pacific, but it is highly im- 

robable that either England or Russia will 
eave the Mediterranean stations without a 
fleet of warships. I do not see why England 
should want a larger fleet than she now has 
in either Japanese or Chinese waters.“ 

Is not England concerned about her Pa- 
cific commerce since Japan has developed 
into a conspicuous nav wer?“ 

But has Japan so developed?“ the Cap- 
tain asked. Even with the ships she has 
added to her war fleets by Chinese captures, 
England or France could send a superior 
fleet against her if occasion required either 
of those nations to do so. So far as Japan’s 
present naval strength is concerned, you 
must recollect that many of the Chinese 
ships she has captured were badly in- 
jured in action and the repair of a severely 
damaged warship is not a matter of a 
month or so. It takes a long time to replacd 
armor or to fix disabled engines and do the 
other heavy and extensive work necessary 
before those disabled Chinese ships can be 
commissioned in the Japanese navy. But, 
as I say, even when they shall be commis- 
sioned, England could dispatch a fleet su- 
perior in number and class. 

‘You were interested in the results of the 
naval engagements between the Japanese 
and Chinese?“ 

“Certainly; but the interest was much less 
than we should have felt had there been 
anything like an equality between the men 
behind the guns. The value of those engage- 
ments as teaching anything practical about 
the performance of modern warships in ac- 
tion was decreased because of the greatly 
inferior diseipline of the Chinese, If the 
Chinese ships had been manned by disci- 

lined crews the Japanese surely would 
haya suffered much greater damage and 
loss. What we are anxious to know about 
the performance, offensive and defensive, 
of modern warships can be demonstrated 
only when two fleets manned by ctews of 
equal ability become engaged.’ .

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And here it is. It needs no introduction 1 
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be to any extent at the mercy of such an in- 
fluence, much less that the State should be 
Held up, as it sometimes is, like a helpless 
traveler by murderous highwaymen. 

I presume that the bill referred to will 
probably reach the, Senate Monday. If it 
does not, I respectfully suggest that you 
see some member of the House and have 
him offer a resolution of inquiry.

At least that is the com- 
mittee to which it would naturally go. Hav- 
ing confidence in your desire to act patri- 
otically and honorably in all th „and 
because of the importance of this meas- 
ure, I venture to urge upon you, as a Dem- 
cratic Senator, the necessity of prompt- 
ly considering and reporting the bill for 
“action. I have not seen the engrossed 
copy of the bill as it finally passed the 
House, and hence am not familiar with 
its exact provisions. But even if I had 
seen it, I would hesitate to make voluntary 
suggestions to you, or your committee, as 
to the phraseology of the bill. I would be 
reluctant to do that, as it might be re- 
garded by some as an impropriety. I have 
always refrained from making any such 
suggestions except when asked to do so. 
Indeed, except by public message, I have 
only in one or two instances gone so far as 
to voluntarily urge upon Senators or Mem- 
bers the importance of considering any sub- 
ject of legislation, and then only with 
reference to matters of pressing moment. 
And I depart from this policy now only be- 
cause I feel that the situation imperatively 
demands prompt and affirmative action by 
the Senate. ° 

As s00n as the bill has been referred I 
urge you to assemble your committee at 
once and take prompt action upon it. If it 
is a fair, conservative, and just measure, 
then certainly there is no need of endanger- 
ing its passage by amendment; but if it real- 
ly has unwise or vicious provisions in it they 
should be stricken out, and the measure 
perfected by amendment. Of course, if 
amended at all, it should be amended with 
a view to improving it, not of killing it or 
rendering it nugatory. I have heard sey- 
_ eral Senators express themselves as favor- 
ing a prompt and fair consideration of the 
bill. I beg you, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, to press the matter with your utmost 
vigor to a speedy conclusion in the open 
Senate.

Further on, among other things, the 
Senator said: “Yesterday the Governor, as 
you know, sent a protest against the Legis- 
lature adjourning without enacting an elec- 
tion law and a fellow-servants law, but of 
course the protest was disregarded. In 
talking to several of us last night he said 
that the question at issue now is above 
election laws or fellow-servant laws. It is 
whether the people or the lobby shall con- 
trol the State. I agree with him—that is 
the question. I have heard that the Gov- 
ernor is contemplating calling the Legisla- 
ture in special session to consider the elec- 
tion and fellow-servant bills. As for myself 
I believe it ought to de done. The people 
of the State should know whether the 
lobby can control the General Assembly 
of Missouri. , 

“If it should. be done, I hope that the 
Governor will also adviseb in his message 
that a law be enacted to control the lobby, 
something similar to the present law in 
the State of Massachusetts. There every 
lobbyist, upon arriving at the capitol, is 
compelled to register his name, stating the 
class of legislation he seeks to influence, 
the amount of money he receives for his 
services, and the amount of money he ex- 
pends to secure the legislation he seeks. 
He is compelled to do this under oath.“ 

The Senator’s temperature, if not at fever 
heat, was “altitudinous,”’ and he was in a 
humor to spéak his mind without any sena- 
torial reserve; but railroad trains, unlike 
lobbyists, do not wait on Senators, whether 
they happen to be in a good or a bad humor, 
and so the indignant representative of the 
Ninth District, in that august, lobby-ridden 
body known as the Senate of Missouri, was 
compelled to pack his traps and git.“

Large Number of Fraudulent 
Names Found. . 


MANY OF THEMSTRICKEN OFF 


State of A flairs Showing That the Pres- 
ent Law Posters Corruption Rather 
Than Prevents Its Commission. 


— — — 


At its meeting Monday morning the Board 
of Revision struck off 377 names fraudu- 
lently registered. In addition to this ninety 
more are pending which ‘will, in all prob- 
ability, be stricken off, making the total 
467 

In doing this the board uncovered some 
of the grossest frauds attempted in the reg- 
istration ‘of voters in St. Louis since the 


present election law was passed. It also 
disclosed That the law, instead of being a 
preventive of crime, actually fosters it and 
1 almost every form of corruption pos- 
sible. 

Of the 467 fraudulent names discovered at 
the eleventh hour, 166 were registered from 
the First Ward, 211 from Precinct: Seven of 
the Second Ward and 90 from Precinct Five 
of the Second Ward. Recorder Higgins can- 
not account for the frauds, unless they 
were perpetrated by a regularly organized 
gang. working in the interest of some par- 
ticular person. The first batch was discov- 
ered Saturday night, 285 in all, and the sec- 
ond, 90 in all, not until seven hours later. 
He thinks they were run in on the last day 
of the registration. 

Chief Deputy John Faudi said that he had 
taken the precaution to place all cards that 
might be tampered with under lock and key 
the night the registration closed. and, also, 
to draw a heavy line in red ink at the end 
of the lists on the books, so it could not be 
erased. 

In an interview, published in Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, Recorder Higgins was 
asked: 

“Do you consider that a revision based 
on an examination of cards or slips is a 
compliance with the law?“ 

The Recorder answered as follows: 

es. The cards contain alli the informa- 
tion contained in the books. In fact, the 
books are compiled from the cards. The 
cards are arranged in street order, to facili- 
tate the work of the board. They could 
hardly revise the registration from the 
books, where the names are alphabetically 
arranged. The trouble is that the time is 
too short.“ 

What proof is there that these cards are 
a 4. and accurate transcript of the 
whole list?’’ 

“The proof is ample. The cards are made 
from the original registration books, where 
the voter signs his name. We keep a set of 
books which we call office books. In these 
the names of registered voters are kept 
writen up as close to the registration as pos- 
sible from day to day. From that copy the 
cards are written, and all cards are checked 
up nst those books in order to tally ex- 
actly with the registration. There are at 
least six comparisons made, in order to have 
the lists absolutely correct.“ 

An absolute refutation of the Recorder's 
claims was brought to light at a late hour 
Saturday night, and resulted in Monday’s 
action by the . One of the deputies,.in 
¢o! over the books, found transfers in 

ecinct 7, Second Ward, for which no 
revision cards had been written. This is 
prima facie evidence that the cards do not 

ve to the Board of Revision all of the in- 

ormation the Recorder has in his posses- 
sion and that the board had not the means 
of making a complete and acourate re- 
vision of the lists. 7 

As soon as the discovery was made Re- 
corder Higgins sent for Reviser J. 8. Bristol 
of the Second Ward and reperted the facts 
to him. Mr. Bristol at once organ a 
committee of four, consis of Laxy, 

„R. Sweet, L. McDonald and Robe 
Walker, to investigate the whole number o 
alleged transfers and. out of names only 
seventy-four } voters were found. The 
committee worked like beavers all day Sun- 
day and Monday morning up to the very 
hour of the meeting of the board. They 
found 211 names that were actually fraudu- 
lent. They found twenty-seven in one house 
in the same block in which James K. Hag- 
erty, member of the House of Delegates 
from the Second Ward, lives. The revisers 
passed seventy-four names, giving every 
gne the benefit of the doubt, where actual 

ud was not discovered. More than half 
of those passed live near Hagerty.

Klinge, 
James A. Ross, Edward Hack, Joseph A. 
Hare, Wm. Friesleben, Henry Grote and 
Charles Carney. Only three legal voters 
were found in the house. 

When the reports of the committees were 
read at the meeti af the board Monday 
morning they weré adopted by a vote of 
19 ayés and 3 nays, th Messrs. Smith 
and Kuehne not voting and four members 
absent. The pays were Douglass, Hilke 
and Cossman. 

J. J. Bogard, the Republican reviser from 
the Ninth Ward, who made such a hard 
fight to have the poll books brought before 
the Board of Revision, was asked by a Post- 
— 2 reporter if he considered that Re- 
corder Higgins had attempted to hinder the 
board in making a clean and complete ge- 
vision. He refused to discuss the matter, as 
a member of the board said he could not 
do so_as a citizen until the board had fin- 
ished ‘its labors. 

J. G. Schuler, Republican reviser for the 
Twelfth Ward, said he thought Mr. Hig 
gins had placed obstacles in the board's 
way. He thought the poll books should 
have been turned over by the Recorder 
when the matter was first brought up with- 
out quibbling about Whether the board was 
sitting in the Recorder's office or not. 

Thomas Singer, Republican reviser from 
the Fourteenth Was, thought: the Re- 
corder had treated tho board fairly. A de- 
mand was made on him for the poll books 
on Friday by about ten members of the 
board, all Republicans, and Recorder\Hig- 
gins said the books would be turned over 
to them as soon as they could be copied up 
to the registration. He thought the Record- 
er had done all in his power to finish the 
books and until they were completed he 
was satisfied they, would have been of no 
use to the board. He considered it unfortu- 
nate, however, that the completed books 
could not have been placed in the hands of 
the board when it first began its sittings.

GERMAN STATESMEN'S VIEW 


in Agriculture Necessi- 
tates a Change in the Mone- ! 
tary Syston.

BERLIN, March 2%.—The Post-Dispatch 
sorrespondent has secured an expression of 
their views on Germany’s attitude towards 
the forthcoming monetary conference from 
the Chancellor of the Empire, the Chan- 
cellor of the Imperial.Exchequer, the Prus- 
sian Minister of Finance, the leaders and 
the chief editor of the bimetallist party in 
Germany. They are practically unanimous 
in the belief that action favorable to silver 
will be taken by Germany, France and the 
United States, and a majority say that 
the position of England is immaterial. A 
number of the prominent officials in speak- 
ing of England said openly they thought 
the Rosebery Ministry would soon be dis- 
placed by a Conservative Cabinet. The 
friends of the double standard largely base 
their expectations of international bimet- 
alusm upon the ground that it is the only 
thing that can relieve the distressed agri- 
culturists of Germany. 

Prince Hohenlohe, the Imperial Chancel- 
lor, is known to be an early riser, and the 
day was yet young when the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent called on him. 

n the correspondent asked, “Can you 
give to the American people your views 
upon the next action of Germany towards 
the forthcoming monetary conference?’ 
the Prince sniiled deprecatingly and an- 
swered: 

“The united governments. of German 
States will, by my recommendation, make 
a careful inquiry into this matter. As to 
the proposed monetary conference, I am 
looking forward with confidence to its re- 
sults, in order that this vexed question may 


at last find a solution satisfactory to all the 


countries’ which have suffered from. the 
monetary calamities of the last few years. 

Much has been put before the repre- 
sentatives of the different German States, 
collectively and individually. But perhaps 
the chef of my ‘ressort,’ Privy Counselor 
Von Wilmowski, will speak to you more 
explicitly. As to myself, I have given the 
matter no further thought than that re- 
quired by my official action. As to the 
place where the conference ought to be 
held, I presume that many of our people 
would like to see it held in Berlih. But 
I think their views will hardly prepon- 
derate.”’ 

The correspondent’s next interview was 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer of 
the German Empire, Count Posadowsky- 
Wehner, at his official residence on the 
Wilhelm’s platz. The huge bundles and 
oMcial documents which filled the immense 
Writing table in the library showed con- 
clusively how closely this official is kept 
at work. He said: 

“It is utterly impossible to predict what 
attitude we shall take in regard to the forth- 
coming monetary conference untfl the 
united governments of the German States 
have given utterance through their rep- 
resentatives to their views. I am in a 
position, however, to state that these views 
are Very divergent; so much so that it will 
be difficult to bring the different nations 
into unison for the purpose of attaining the 
desired end. There is no doubt that Ger-

Proceedings of a Very Much Mixed Con- 
vention Held in Texas. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, Tex., March 2%.—A convention of 
the cotton producers of Lamar County was 
called to meet here Saturday afternoon, but

tution and appeal to every class to help 
them in their fight for financial freedom; 
that it is not large crops of cotton, but the 
small crop of money that causes low prices; 
that there is not over-production, but the 
destruction of silver; that dealing in futures 
is pernicious and should be prohibited by 
law; that the railroads discriminate against 
Southern ports in favor of those of the 
Eastern seaboard in order to get long freight 
hauls. 
Very little was said about cotton or other 
farm products, but much political seed was 
scattered around. 


PROSPECTS ARE GOOD. 


Business Men’s League Hopeful of 
Securing a Cotton Mill. 


The prospects for the establishment of 
cotton mills in St. Louis are excellent. A 
committee of the Business Men's League, 
including Jerome Hill and L. L. Prince, was 
recently appointed to confer with several 


factory firms which contemplate moving to 
the South. The committee was created with 
a view to presenting to these mill-owners 
the superior advantages offered by this city 
over any Southern town, more especially 
the central location of St. Louis, as a dis- 
tributing point, for the manufactured 
product; the heavy demand for such prod- 
ucts among St. Louis jobbers; the cheapness 
of fuel here, and the extra inducements 
offered in the way of transportation facili- 
ties. These and other strong points have 
been advanced in correspondence, but it is 
believed that they can be more forcibly put 
by a committee iy. It was the plan 
of Messrs. Hill and Prince to leave Satur- 
day evening, but it was decided later to delay 
the journey a short time in order that Sam 
M. Kennard, President of the Business 
Men's League, and Alvah Mansur, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Manufactures, 
might arrange to accompany them, thus 
strengthening the committee. 

The committee will go prepared to offer 
to any mill locating here several tracts of 
land on which to build free of charge. It

The fact that St. Louis factors constantly 
carry stocks of cotton, Tr ng from 25,000 
to 100,000 bales, is important.

THE LOBBY OR THE PEOPLE~WHICH? 

Every citizen of Missouri should read 
with care the letter of Gov. Stone to 
Senator Baskett, published elsewhere in 
this issue, and the Senator’s comments 
upon it. 

The issue they present is one that must 
be fought out sooner or later, and the 
sooner the battle begins the better. It 
is the simple issue whether the people or 
the lobby are to control legislation at 
Jefferson City. 

The lobby has forced this issue. For 
twenty years it has done its work braz- 
enly, openly and defiantly. But it was 
never so brazen and defiant as during 
the session just closed. Not content with 
“protecting” the interests it was osten- 
sibly serving, it meddled in everything 
proposed or undertaken. It became no- 
torious that no measure could pass which 
the lobby opposed, and very little that 
it did not favor. Its influence“ killed 
the School Book bill as well as the Fel- 
low Servant bill, it had at its 
command a bat's nest' of mercenaries. 
It controlled certain important commit- 
tees of both Senate and House as abso- 
lutely as if the deed of purchase and 
sale had been legally recorded. 

The people of the State should be given 
the opportunity to say whether or not 
they are willing to accept legislation by 
the lobby. If an extra session is called 
this issue should be raised so squarely 
and unmistakably that dodging will be 
impossible. The Governor should recom- 
mend the enactment of a law that will 
either dive the lobby from Jefferson City 
or compel it to do its work in the open.

EMPEROR WILLIAM'S WORST BLUNDER 


Emperor William’s proposal to pension 
certain veterans of the Franco-German 
war of 1870 shows that he has little knowl- 
edge of practical politics and has failed 
to profit by the experience of other na- 
tions. 

He proposes to limit the pensiqns to 
small amounts and to a few old soldiers. 
In his decree to the Chancellor on the 
subject he says: “I do not lose sight of 
the fact that circumstances admit the 
claims of only a small number of men, 
and that those only are considered. But 
it is my earnest wish that the gratitude | 
of the Fatherland should at least be 
manifested towards those who are in @ 
position of indigence.”’ 

Here is a charming theory of a pension 
system, but the Emperor would never 
have been deluded into the attempt to 
give it practical application if he had 
studied the history of pension legislation 
in the United States. He might have 
discovered from our experience that, no 
matter how small the beginning, growth 
is inevitable and the end cannot be calcu- 
lated. He might have learned that to 
begin giving pensions is to inject into 
politics the most greedy, persistent and 
corrupting element with which it can be 
afflicted. Every soldier who has a pen- 
sion wants more and with him are two 
score others who want pensions and who 
will use their political power to get them. 
It is a prolific mother of extravagant 
demogogism. 

When Garfield was Chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee he 
apologized for recommending a pension 
appropriation of about $29,000,000, saying 
that the pension payments had probably 
reached high-water mark and would 
steadily decline. Instead of declining, they 
have steadily advanced until, twenty years 
later, in 1893, the pension expenditures 
reached 4168. 155,342.51. The first reduc- 
tion was voted last year, when the ap- 
propriation was $140,772,163.78, and the 
Pension Commissioner estimates that 
there will be no further reduction for 
three years. Altogether our Government 
has expended in pensions $1,717,275,718.20. 

If Emperor William is wise he will 
substitute for his pension suggestion a 
recommendation that the Imperial Treas- 
ury be turned over to the war veterans. 
There are sensible men in the United 
States who, if another war were pro- 
posed, would agree to give the country 
to the soldiers in lieu of their pension 
claims,

STAMPING OUT CONSUMPTION. 


Health Commissioner Homan has acted 
wisely in prodding the Board of Health 
into taking measures to prevent the 
spread of consumption. It is a matter 
of surprise that a subject so vital to 
the preservation of public health should 
have been 80 long neglected. 

It is easily -demonstrable that con- 
sumption is the most destructive enemy 
of the human race. It slays more per- 
sons than cholera, typhus, yellow fever 
and small-pox combined. None of these 
at their worst is equal as a scourge to 
consumption. But although we are al- 
ways alert to detect the first signs of 
these diseases and to stamp them out by 
preventive measures, we submit to the 
ravages of consumption as a necessary 
evil, unmindful of the positive and in- 
disputable verdict of science that it is 
infectious and preventable. The preva- 
lence of consumption is not due to her- 
edity, but to the carelessness of physi- 
clans and of people who come in contact 
with its victims. ; 

After a careful investigation of con- 
sumption under the direction of the New 
York Board of Health, Dr. T. Mitchell 
Prudden, Dr. Herman 8. Biggs and Dr. 
Henry P. Loomis, three of the most emi- 
nent bacteriologists living, reported that 
tuberculosis is communicated by the di- 
rect transmission of the tubercle bacilli 
from the sick to the well, usually by 
means of dried and pulverised aputum

WHAT JAPAN OWES TO HERSELF. 
The attempted assassination of Li 

Hung Chang is a great misfortune for 
Japan. No one will daubt the sincerity 
of the Emperor's and Ministers’ expres- 
sions of regret and condemnation. Yet 
it will tend to confirm the already well- 
grounded suspicion that the mushroom 
civilization of the Island Empire is but 
a thin veneer. Scratch a Japanese and 
vou find an Oriental barbarian—cruel, 
bloodthirsty and lawless. 

Nor is the Japanese Government wholly 
without responsibilty for the assassin's 
act. The horrors of the Port Arthur 
massacre shocked the world. The Im- 
perial Minister of War was wise enough 
not to attempt to deny or excuse them. 
He* admitted and deplored them. He 
also promised to hunt out and punish the 
guilty. But nothing has been done. The 
officers who permitted the slaughter are 
still in command; the soldiers who per- 
petrated the infamy still wear the uni- 
form and bear the arms of Japan. 

The lesson of this unpunished savagery 
was not lost upon the young men of 
Japan. They saw that the merciless mur- 
der .of defenseless Chinese was not re- 
garded as a crime by their Government. 
The Japanese youth who fired at LI Hung 
Chang no doubt thought he was doing a 
patriotic act. He had no reason to think 
his Government or people would regard 
his act as a crime. | 

Neither nations nor men can escape 
consequences. If they condone or pal- 
liate crimes against humanity other and 
worse crimes are sure to bring upon 
them the execrations of mankind. It 
now Japan will not only punish the 
youthful Koyama but ‘will bring the 
savages of Port Arthur to justice, she 
will not soon again be arraigned at the 
bar of civilization. 
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Bismarck united Germany and he 
might have done much to make the Ger- 
man people happy, but his has always 
been an iron hand, and if there be a 
large number of his countrymen who do 
not rejoice on his birthday he has no 
reason to complain. But indignation

System of Propelling Cars by Gas Engines 
in Germany. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—There is much 
information A a practical sort in regard to 
the new system of propelling street cars by 
gas engines contained in a report to the 
State De ent made by United States 
Consul neral Carroll at Dresden. He 
gives illustrations of the new motors and 
cars and detailed descriptions of the vari- 
ous rts, as well as statistics. The cars 
cost $3,570 each; one charge of runs them 
eleven miles; the gas supply renewed in 
thirty seconds by a hose, and the consump- 
tion is one-third of a cubic meter per kilo- 
meter of 3,250 feet, less than 1 cent.

Defeat of the Election Bill 
~gretted by Attorney Kent. 


FAVORS A SPECIAL SESSION. 


History of the Conferences on the Meas- 
uro, and the Debates Evidenced 
Only Intense Partisanship. 


Mr. Henry T. Kent, who has been for the 
last two or three weeks in Jefferson City 
as attorney for the Safety Committee, was 
seen at his office Monday and asked 
to give some of the facts in connection 
with the history of the election bill. Mr., 
Kent said: 

The history in connection with this bill, 
especially in the Senate, is a long one and 
covers more negotiations and conferences 
than it took to bring about a treaty of 
peace between China and J . 

“When I first appeared ore the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections of the 
Senate the only bill they had recommended 
was what was commonly known as the 
O’Meara bill, introduced by Morton of Ray 
County. This. bill on its face to an y 
who knew anything about what we n ed 
in St. Louis to obviate the difficulties of 
the present system fell so far short of any- 
thing like a genufme or real reform of the 
election laws that it was easily defeated, 
as not enough Democratic Senators could 
be found to pass tt under party whip and 


spur. 
"A ong Sant followed for what is known 
as the ‘Senate substitute.’ I thought, and 
was informed by those who were in a —.— 
tion to know, that that matter had n 
fully agreed upon, the substitute being in 
the hands of a typewriter and would be 
reported to the Senate Wednesday morn- 
ing, March 13th. To my great surprise that 
night, about 10:30, I was informed by several 
Senators that Lieut.-Gov. O’Meara was 
very much opposed to the provision of the 
substitute bill which required the judges 
and clerks appointed by the Recorder to 
be confirmed by the Circuit Court, and I 
was asked, if acting for the Committee 
of Safety, they would be willing to concede 
that point. I answered most assuredly they 
would not, since this was a fundamental 
feature of the bill, and one which put 
limitations upon the absolute power of the 
Recorder in that respect as it existed under 


the present system. Everything seemed for 


the moment at sea, and no report was made 
the next morning. At this juncture Gov. 
Stone took & hand in the matter, and with- 
out going into any details, I can say that 
I do not believe this bill would have ever 
been reported or have passed the Senate 
without his active influence in its behalf, 
which crushed the opposition. 

“The debates in both the Senate and the 
House and on both sides, I thought, refiect- 
ed very little credit, as they consisted for 
the most part in violent party harangues, 
and, judging from the misstatements made, 
I think most of the men who participated 
had never read the measure. ith this in- 
tense feeling on the part of the partisans of 
both sides existing, in which they were 
clamorous for rty advantages and not for 
the welfare of the people, it was very evi- 
dent that/if any bill passed it must come 
from a conference committee composed of 
men who were at heart honestly friendly to 
an election measure. The appointment of 
the conference ’ committees, both in the 
House and the Senate, was a severe disap- 
pointment. Had Maj. Bittinger and Sena- 
tor Lancaster been upon:the committee, 
both of whom were open and avowed friends 
of an election measure and were using every 
conciliatory means to obtain one, there 
would have been no doubt of the passage of 
the billy 

“The history of the first conference has 
been fully given to the press. When a sec- 
ond conference committee was asked for, 
on the motion of Senator Lancaster, which 
motion was unanimously carried, the most 
surprising scene was witnessed, one I never 
saw before in a parliamentary body, that 
was the mover of this resolution being ab- 
solutely ignored by Lieut.-Goy O’Meara, 
and Senator Morton, who was an open and 


.f avowed enemy of any conference, being ap- 


pointed in his stead. Of course, the second 
conference amounted to nothing, as I was 
informed by a gentleman who was present 
that when the joint committees met Senator 
Morton at once moved that in substance no 
amendment whatever should be allowed to 
the Senate substitute. A similar result hap- 
pened in the appointment by Lieut.-Gov. 
O’Meara of a third conference committee, 
which was headed by Senator Baskett, who, 
next to Senator Morton, had been the most 
outspoken and avowed opponent of any- 
thing like concession. When this commit- 
tee met I was informed by a gentleman who 
was present that when they entered the 
room Senator Baskett said, in substance, it 
was the Senate bill without amendments or 
nothing. To cap the climax of the whole 
matter, in the face of a special me e re- 
ceived from the Governor Calling their at- 
tention to the fact that an election law 
should be passed before they adjourned, it 
was thrown aside with indifference by the 
General Assembly, including the Democratic 
Senate, and I may say was almost, treated 
with contempt. 

“These are the facts for the people to 
consider. It was certainly a matter of 
sincere regret that in these conferences 
certain Democratic Senators were willing 
to make no concessions and especially that 
the Senate substitute was not allowed to be 
amended in any particular. Whilst I still 
feel that the objections raised to it were 
more fancied than real, considering the ab- 
solute publicity which was to follow the 
Recorder's acts from beginning to end, yet 
this could have ly overcome by 
amending the bill so as to make the Re- 
corder's judicial powers reviewable by the 
Circuit Court. 

I have seen it stated that the Governor 
intends to call a session of the Leg- 
islature upom this and some other matters. 
I sincerely hope it is true, for it will give 
a practical demonstration of his sincere de- 
sire that the people of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City shall be relieved from the iniquit- 
ous election laws which they now have 
and that they shall, be supplemented by 
measures which meet fully the demands 
of the people.“ :

The little community on 
Fish Lake, a favorite resort of local hunt- 
ers-and fishermen, southeast of East Ca- 
rondelet, is greatly excited over the doing 
of a supposed incendiary. Charles Hurst, 
keeper of the Fish Lake House, was burned 
out Thursday night, and Sunday afternoon

Up to Thursday Hurst, with his wife and 

two children, lived in a large house about 
fifty feet from the lake, in which he was 
accustomed to furnish lodging to sports- 
men, also providing them bait, boats and 
tackle, About 2 a. m.

Mr. Hurst's belief in incendiarism is 
ue to the fact that about midnight he 
went downstairs for water for his little 
girl. There was then no evidence of fire, 
nor was there a fire of any kind in the 
house Sunday afternoon fresh con- 
firmantion was add to the in- 
cendiarism theory. About 2 p. m. John 
Pearsoll, hunting in that vicinity, saw 
smoke issuing from the corner of a barn 
adjoining the house to which Hurst and 
his family temporarily moved after Thurs- 
day night’s fire.
